They hired a‘fashionable turnout at a liv- 
ery stable to drive to Bowling Green, the 
county seat, and deposited a $100 bi'l with 
the hostler as a guarantee.

WAR ON TRANSIT COMPANY

St. Louis Water Department Exchang- 
‘ing Acts of Hostility With the 
Street Railways. 


-‘Hostilities are in progress between the St. 
Louis water department and the St. Louis 


Transit Co. 

The carelessness of the company's work- 
men tn handling the city's water pipes is the 
chief cause of the trouble, and retaliatory 
measures are threatened by the officials of 
the department. 

In relaving its tracks on Broadway it is 
charged the company has wantonly broken 
the wooden casings surroundings the valves 
of the water pipes. Had the water depart- 
ment been notified in advance that there 
would be any need of a change in the post- 
tion of the pipes they say this could have 
heen made without any such damage» 

‘ Chief Engineer Adkins of the department 
gent an inspector to the corner of Broadway 
and Soulard street Tuesday morning with 

{instructions to arrest any transit employe 

who attempted to put a coating of concrete 

over the valves, as has been done in several 
places along Broadway. = 

“Our policy in most of these cases,” said 
Mr. Adkins, “will be to let the company go 
abead as it has been doing until its tracks 
are laid. Then we will tear up the tracks 
and fix our pipes as they were in the first 
place and charge the cost up to the transit 

‘compay. The company would be obliged to 
ay for this work, as their violation of the 
aw is a very plain one.” 

The aah war blockade which lasted for 
two hours Monday afternoon is now said to 
have been the first of a system of retalia- 
tery measures of the water department 
against the transit company. The water 
supply was cut off from the Sixth Street 
Line power house, causing a total stoppaKe 
of traffic.

AN OFFICER MAY GO AFTER THE 
FUGITIVE. 


Man Who Escaped from Ten Detectives 
Traveled Far and Fast, and Even 
Now May Not Be Cap- 
tured. 


Charles H. Barnes, alias John H. Nelson, 
the Kentucky train robber, who escaped 
from 10 detectives in the West End, is re-* 
ported through police channels to have been 
located at Deer Trail, British Columbia. 

The clew as to the fugitive’s place of 
refuge is said to have Leen furnished to 
Chief Desmond by Mrs. Charles H. Barnes, 
the wife of the bandit, who has been a 
constant viistor at police headquarters ever 
Since the capture of Channing B. Barn:?s 
and the escape otf his brother. 

Through clever work performed by Chel 
Desmond Mrs. Barnes has been kept in 
close touch with the department since the 
flight of her daring husband. It is under- 
stood that an effort has been made for 
some time to lure Barnes into communica- 
tion with his wife, but without success un- 
til récently. 

At the same time it has been expected 
that Barnes would in time try to reach his 
wife by letter, if he still cared for her. On 
this assumption the bait has been steadily 
developed. 

Within the past 24 hours Mrs. Barnes is 
said to have received a letter from Barnes 
through a mutual friend at some point in 
the West. Barnes evidently mailed his let- 
ter to this confidant, who in turn sounded 
Mrs. Barnes. Her answer, according to the 
detective methods, would have been framed 
by the operatives, who were on the track 
of the robber. 

Several letters are understood to have 
passed between the fugitive and his wife 
until finally, caution being cast aside just 
a little, the robber revealed the locality in 
which he was in hiding. 

On this information the Post-Dispatch is 
informed officers were sent out to find the 
desperate man who shot his way to free- 
dom in St. Louis. 

It is asserted that the capture of Barnes, 
dead or alive, may only be a matter of a 
short time, as the detectives had lo- 
cated him as closely as to be certain thai 
he was working in one of the numerous 
large mines at Deer Trail, where so many 
other criminals have eluded their pursu- 
ers. 

Channing B. Barnes, the brother, who 
was captured in St. Louis, was convicted 
of complicity in the Wickliffe robbery a 
week ago and sentenced to twenty years 
in the: penitentiary. 


CAUGHT 9 FOOT MAN EATER

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 28.—This 
is a true fish story—and truthful, too, be- 
cause a St. Louis man participated in it.

Aug. 2%.—A_ thrilling 
man-hunt {is on in two states—lIllinois and 
Wisconsin. 

Sheriff Fox and a posse of 20 or more 
people*are scouring the country north of 
here in search of the murderer of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Bobb, the old people who were 
so brutelly killed Thursday night by an 
unknown man supposed to be a_ tramp. 
They have a fairly good clew to follow and 
it does not seem that the culprit can es- 
cape. 

Descriptions of the man and the horse 
that he stole and made his escane upon 
have been telegraphed all over the country. 
When last heard from the sheriff himseif 
was in Wisconsin. following what he be- 
lieved to be a warm trail. 

The funeral of the old people was held 
this afternoon, and hundreds of people 
from all parts of the country were in at- 
tendance. The ceremonies seemed to in- 
crease the anger of the neighbors of th 
murdered couple, and if the criminal is 
caught the officers may have difficulty in 
preventing a lynching, especially as there 
is a sort of tacit understanding in this 
county that murderers are never hanged 
here. All who have been given the death 
sentence have escaped through executive 
clmency.

“Handsome Jack"’ Campbel!, chief of po- 
lice, decided that it would be risky fur- 
ther to jeopardize his job by permitting 
risque pictures to be displayed in summer 
gardens, saloons and mutoscope parlors, 

Consequently he frowned the sternest 
frown of which he is capable, and declared 
that the picture machines must go. 

Just where they will go is not stated. 
Perhaps they will go on. 

But that’s another story. The point is 
that “Handsome Jack,”’ after a conference 
with President Hawes of the police board, 
decided that the pictures shown in these 
machines were simply too tart for utter- 
ance, and that nothing less than annthila- 
tion could satisfy his mind. Hence the 
proposed crusade. 

Whatever the chief's idea may be about 
the righteousness or expediency of the 
sure-thing slot machine, he is determined 
that the picture machines must be shut 
up so tight that you could not bore a hole 
into one of them with an X-ray. 

“The police board will not appoint @ 
censor from the ranks of the patrolmen,” 
says ‘‘Handsome Jack.” That would be too 
great a task. Each patrolman must judge 
for himself whether certain pictures are fit 
to be offered to the public gaze. The courts 
will have to decide later how nearly his 
judgment is correct. It will be the duty 
of policemen to inspect the pictures dis- 
played in all resorts along their beats and 
to make a written report concerning the 
character of them. If the views exhibited 
are represented as indecent I will apply 
for warrants against the exhibitors under 
the statute, which provides a heavy penalty 
for viclation.”’ 


AS TO SLOT MACHINES. 


Mr. Johnson Says He Will Take Up 
the Cases at Once. 

Chief of Police Campbell presented the 
letters written by President Harry B. 
Hawes about slot machines in St. Louis to 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson. 

With the letter to Mr. Johnson from Pres- 
ident Hawes was a report from Lieut. 
Johnson of the Central District to Chief 
Campbell as follows:

SNir--I forward berewith a let of parties In whose 
places there were found slot machines, and against 
whom no warrants have been issued. The wa- 
chines in each case were brought to this station:

“I will take up these cases at once,” said 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson, 
“but I do maintain that the destruction of 
these machines by the president of the 
police board is the best way to rid the city 
of this evil. 

“T have also informed Chief Campbell that 
I will issue warrants against persons dis- 

laving immoral pictures whenever. he 

rings me the names and evidence required 
to secure convictions in such cases." ‘

‘CHINESE RULERS ARE 240 MI‘.ES 
FROM PEKIN 


Lack of Communication With Allies 
Causes Anxiety, When C6uvled 
With News of More 
Fighting. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—Admir@ Courrejolles, the 
French commander in Chinese waters, has 
cabled to the navy department here that 
a council of the admirals has notified the 
foreign legations at Pekin that it has been 
decided to hold T.i Hung Chang on 
ship until the opening of negotiations 
tween the powers and China, 

This action of the Furopean 
makes Li a virtual prisoner, noc permitted 
to eommunicate with officials of his gov- 
ernment, until the powers shall agree upon 
& plan of settlement. 

A dispatch received from the French min- 
ister at Pekin, M. Pichon, dated Sunday, 
Aug. 19, says.

PEKIN AGAIN BEHIND A VEIL 
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Outside World Ignorant of the Situa- 
tion There and Rumors of 
Heavy Fighting. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The outside 
world doesn’t know what is taking place at 

Pekin. 

The St. Petersburg dispatch that 
has been received there of desperate fight- 
ing in the Chinese capital, with a loss to the 
allies of 1800 men, and that the Chiense are 
in strong positions and in heavy force, cre- 
ates much anxiety in Washington. 

Means of communication with Pekin are 
unsatisfactory. Recent dispatches ftom 
Conger and Chaffee bear no dates—a most 
extraordinary thing in itself. 

Adjt. Gen. Corbin today received a dis- 
patch from Gen. Chaffee saying that he 
(Chaffee) had received no dispatches from 
Gen. Corbin since Aug. 14. This was the 
date on which the allied army attacked and 
entered Pekin. Many dispaiches have been 
sent by Gen. Corbin since that date and 
thie delay in their delivery is astonishing 
even with the strange conditions which 
have existed in China. Like the Conger 
dispatches, the one from Gen. Chaffee is un- 
dated. 

A cablegram has been received at the 
State department from United States Consul 
Johnson, at Amoy, China, relative to the 
rioting in progress in that city. He reports 
that many of the richer Chinamen and Eu- 
ropeans are leaving the place. A cablegram 
received at the navy department announces 
the Castine sailed from Shanghai for Amoy 
in accordance with the department's orders. 
She shoule arrive there Thursday of this 
week. 

Meanwhile, Russia and Germany are hur- 
rying troops and warships to China, and ev- 
ery movement made by these powers indi- 
cates that they see war ahead, and mean to 
be prepared.

Charles Schweickardt, Republican state 
senator, has incurred the wrath of the Fo- 
rum Club, the swell colored political organ- 
ization, and it will oppose his renomination 
in the Thirty-first district.

The club members claim that, 
inasmuch as Mr. Schweickardt runs the 
Cottage under contract with the city, he 
should serve all citizens who conduct them- 
selves properly, irrespective of their color. 

It is charged by them and by others 
among Republican politicians that 
Schweickardt has gone into a deal with 
(Chris Schawacker in the Fifth Ward to 
trade off Horton, the candidate for Con- 
gress in the Twelfth district, for Butler and 
the Democratic nominee for the Senate, 
Schweickardt. This charge has been made 
so frequently that it is said now to consti- 
tute an og ‘ment of danger to Schweickardt 
in his race for the nomination. Hitherto he 
has had no oposition.
